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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this application 
after appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but prior to a decision on the 
appeal. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1 . 1 14 and prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 8/10/2006 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 149-183 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Generally speaking, one of the main arguments 
brought by the applicant's in the Appeal Brief (filed 3/8/2005) and Reply Brief (filed 8/1/2005), 
is that the prior art does not teach the concept of inheritance. A careful review of the appellant's 
original disclosure and claims shows that the applicant did not originally describe such a 
concept. The first claim towards any "inheritance" occurred in the amendment dated 5/17/2004. 
The applicant's remarks do not reference where this term is supported in the applicant's original 
disclosure and the current Examiner sees no support. Therefore, the applicant's claims are 
rejected under 35 USC section 1 12 1st paragraph as containing new matter. For examination 
purposes the term "inheritance" is given its broadest reasonable interpretation and the applicant's 
previous arguments about "inheritance" advanced in the Appeal and Reply Briefs are ignored 
because the Examiner can find no basis for such arguments in the applicant's original disclosure. 
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Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 149-183 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The term "inheriting" first appeared in the applicant's claims on 5/17/2004. The 
applicant's original disclosure provides no description of such a term. Therefore, all claims with 
the term "inheriting" are rejected as failing to comply with the written description requirement. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 149-183 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
Number 6,006,265 to Rangan et al. 
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Rangan teaches a method (as in claim 149) for compiling and maintaining information for use in 
routing and transmitting content to a machine via a network by specifying particular fields within 
a computer-readable medium, the method comprising the steps of: receiving user activity 
information for updating a user profile (col. 28, lines 9-60); specifying in the medium user 
profile information for determining a uniform resource identifier for identifying content to 
transmit to the machine and an identification of the machine (col. 8, line 63-col. 9, line 21); 
inheriting user profile attributes into the user profile from a group of which the user is member 
(col. 1 1, lines 3-19, shows an example of inheritance); and storing the user profile information in 
a hierarchical attribute value-pair data structure, wherein the content is selected based on the user 
profile and is used to enhance an audio video program (col. 8, line 63-col. 9, line 21). 
As to the rest of the claims, the cited portion of Rangan teaches these elements. Should the 
applicant have any questions about claim interpretation the Examiner can be contacted at the 
number that follows.
